PRE EAE 


This is the second of three auctions of the Deane Family Collection of British eighteenth century tokens. 


This second part consists of the halfpennies and farthings of all the English counties apart from Middlesex. This 
county and all the political pieces attributed to London will make up the content of the third and final auction 


later this year in October. 


The second part is his collection of ‘Eighteenth Century Tokens’ consists of some eleven hundred and fifty coins 
almost five hundred lots, mostly halfpennies and a few farthings. These tokens are mainly copper with patterns 
in other metals and presentation pieces in silver. In a time of no official small change in the UK in the last two 
decades of the eighteenth century, partly due to the war with France, these were the only coppers one would 
have had one’s pocket — so necessary for the day-to-day, small transactions of shopkeepers and merchants. 
Every English County is represented and this pictorial ‘token’ coinage reflects most trades and professions, and 
personal, political and economic aspirations. They are, in short, a marvellous insight into what was going on in 
early industrial Britain which was also a country at war. They also provide a very interesting local aspect to the 
many English towns and cities that had their own citizens issuing copper coins. 


Of particular note, and once again the hallmark of the pieces offered here, is the ‘blue-blooded provenance’ of 
many of the pieces. Many tokens can be traced back to famous collections including John Dudman’s (acquired 
by Baldwins in 1914), Richard Dalton’s (sold privately), Frederick Lincoln’s (sold by Glendinings in 1934) and 
of course Francis S Cokayne’s. 


This latter collector is of particular note as his was probably the most extensive and finest collection of eight- 
eenth-century tokens ever to have been put together. Francis Cokayne began collecting, along with his brother 
Morton, in the late 1880s. He had the pick of James Atkins’ cabinet (see lots 592, 681, 871 etc) and bought from 
all the noted collectors and participated in every major token auction for some 50 years right up until the mid 
1930s. Alfred Baldwin represented him in auction and dealt with a lot — in fact it was a standing rule at Bald- 
win’s ‘that staff could not leave ona Friday night until a new parcel of tokens had been posted to Mr. Cokayne’s 
offices at Montagu Square’. Each of his tokens has two tickets written in fountain pen — one with the Dalton & 
Hamer and Atkins attributions and another recording from whom he had bought it, for what price and what 
date. Here is a typical example of his ticket, in this case lot no. 943, the Birmingham brass halfpenny of William 
Hallam, DH 131 which he acquired from the Lincoln No. 1 collection in on the 28th. of May 1934 for 6 shillings 
(about a day’s wage for a labourer at that time). The Lincoln collection had been auctioned by Glendinning’s in 


the previous February and mostly bought by A H Baldwin and Cokayne received it from AHB a few months 
later.

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Baldwin’s bought Cokayne’s massive collection just after the war in 1946 but unfortunately, shortly after, 
whilst some building work was being done to their premises, in Robert Street some of the cabinets of tokens 
‘went missing’ and a large portion of the collection was lost. Then, some sixty years later, a lot of Cokayne 
tokens started appearing on the London market and whilst it is not possible to say that these are specifically 
those ‘lost’ tokens (as no record was kept), certainly none of them had been seen on the market since before 
the last world war. Patrick Deane recognised the importance of these tokens - or particularly their provenance 
and bought them up wherever and whenever he could in these first years of the present century. The result is 
this very impressive and important collection of English tokens. 


There are many pieces here that are coming onto the market for the first time — or at least not since Cokayne 
acquired them, there are several Dalton & Hamer plate coins and many pieces that are hitherto unpublished. 
Probably the most spectacular section is the whole series of trial strikings of the progression of the engraving 
of the dies to George Barker’s second halfpenny (lots 894 to 923). Twenty-nine strikings showing the develop- 
ment of the dies and then specimen and presentation pieces in tin and silver of the completed token — surely 
the most complete series of the evolution of a pair of dies in existence! In addition, nearly all the pieces in this 
series have Cokayne tickets with observations written in his hand. 


There are a lot of other die trials in this collection which are either unique or known only by a couple or so ex- 
amples. One particular trial of pattern, the first halfpenny of Daniel Eccleston of Lancaster (lot 728) is particu- 
larly interesting, the dies obviously broke in the initial trial and the engraving of the dies had to start all over 
again — this initial attempt is only known from this on specimen, also the plate coin in Dalton & Hamer. 


Another rare group of tokens are the silver impressions of Kempson’s Coventry building series. These tokens 
were essentially sold to collectors — and if they needed to, they could use as a halfpenny. The silver presenta- 
tion examples are very rare and in this collection there are nine of them. 


Lastly, one of the most enigmatic of the pieces in the Deane collection is this Bristol (?) halfpenny (lot no. 838). 
Who is the portrait of? Is it the chemist J Chester who used this reverse? Did the obverse die break in the trial 
striking and was the production of this token abandoned? Certainly, there is a nasty obverse die crack which 
may have quickly led to the die breaking up completely. The token turned up only a few years ago and ap- 
pears to be unique and is hitherto unpublished — there is more research required on this puzzling halfpenny 
token.

Is this some sort of trial for a possible edge or just someone ‘playing 
around’ - or as Cokayne records on his ticket ‘a faked edge’ ? It was certainly done very early in the coin’s ‘life’ so it would not be 
unreasonable to conject that this is some sort of trial for a possible edge legend.

After the Royalist defeat at Worcester in 1651, the final conflict in the English Civil War, Charles II (to be) fled to a Royalists house at 
Boscobel. When a Cromwellian search party arrived in the area looking for the Prince, Charles hid in a large oak tree in the grounds of the 
house. Fortunately for Charles, the roundheads were distracted by an owl flying out of the tree (indicating that up to this point the tree was 
undisturbed) and from this moment the oak tree became a Royalist icon and badge - supporters of the Royalist cause would wear a sprig of 
oak to show their allegiance. Within sixty years the tree was thus stripped of all its branches and the present tree, grown from an acorn of 
the original, is now over 250 years old. This tree was hit by lightning in 2001 and battered by a great storm in 2010 and although it is still 
standing, is not in good shape and a third generation of Boscobel oak trees are now being grown from its acorns. John Westwood made this 
token with this popular subject matter to sell to collectors.
